So far I garnered that PICs are historically the most prevalent and 
cheapest, but not always the best way to go. ATMEL's AVRs seem to be the up 
and coming star and easier for the beginner according to many on the list 
and many web sites. These two brands were repeatedly mentioned and seemed 
to be the most widely used brands. There was a third one, Parallax's STAMP 
microcontroller which seems to be out there too. Lot's of advice on using 
assembler first if I haven't coded before. (I guess that is akin to using a 
straight key first before moving on to a keyer hi hi) 


Some have advised against using a starter kit and others have promoted one 
type of starter kit or another. I have looked at all the web sites everyone 
mentioned (my ass is sore from sitting all day believe me). One site caught 
my attention http://www.electronics123.com/amazon/ and under their PIC and 
ATMEL programmers link I have come across several choices. 


If anyone would like to peruse their page on programmers at 
http: //www.electronics123.com/amazon/catalogue/c3-3-7.htm and give your 
advice/opinion on their offerings I would greatly appreciate it.

I have to agree with Paul on this one. While I'm not at at that 100% head 
copy place yet, it is something that I'm striving for. It would be very 
usefull for hiking and camping to NOT have to write everything down. I can 
easily get through the first exchange like that, but find that when it turns 
to conversation I tend to pick the pencil up again. As time goes by and I 
get more air time though, I find that I'm getting more confident and writing 
less down. The key to head copy for me, is not only practicing off the air 
with a PC and some cw software, but getting on the air a lot, and replying 
to a CQ from those stations that are just a bit faster than you normally 


copy. I have found it much easier to head copy stuff at 18+ WPM than slower. 
I find that if I'm on and going slower, that I get lost trying to remember 
the letters. Once you get above a certain speed, things just seem to start 
clicking and it flows better. Practice Practice Practice...I've gotten to 
the point that I even read component data sheets at work and start thinking 
in CW Hi!

That's a chronic problem with using 
micros in sensitive analog gear.

That's always a big day at work - when we get a "heartbeat." My hardware 
engineers know better than to bring me a prototype without at least an LED 
that I can blink with code. 

>Betcha in 10 years there won't be a QRP rig without one in it. 

Oh, it's much worse than you think - all these little TiCK keyer chips that 


people are putting into Pixies, SMK-1s, and other basic rigs are actually 
PICs with some finely crafted code burned into them. In 10 years, the only 


rigs that won't have them will be the "mint" HW-7s being sold to collectors 
on eBay. 


Computers are tools, just like soldering irons or transistors. Your choice 
of tools depends on what you're trying to accomplish, your comfort level 
with existing tools, and the desire to learn to use new tools. (In my case, 
cost factors in too.) Try to not let religious zealots coerce you into 
using their object of worship (PIC, BASIC, C, whatever) if you're not 
convinced it's a suitable tool. On the other hand, don't get caught up in 
"analysis paralysis," the inability to choose one tool over another because 
they both look like they'd do the job. When choosing among tools, it's 
usually easy to rule out the obviously wrong candidates. Anything left 
after that is good enough, so flip a coin and move on.

A good point - while I recommended learning C earlier, the fact is most Ham 
applications for microcontrollers are just that - control applications. (A 
keyer, DDS controller, etc.) Anything else that requires massive data 
processing gets done on a PC. 


When controlling hardware, some assembly language is almost always 
mandatory. In many cases it takes more "dirty tricks" to get C to interface 
with hardware than it does to just write the program in assembly. (Some 
people would claim that writing the whole program in assembly is just one 
big dirty trick, but I say if it's the right tool for the job, use it.)

Head copy a myth??? Hardly! Most of the high-speed ops I know copy 
strictly in their head, except for info you wish to permanently record. At 
50 WPM +, writing more than necessary info simply is not feasible. Hard 
copy, above about 30 WPM is a "Mill" or computer proposition, and does 

take considerable practice to become proficient. Copying behind is also 
mandatory, at least for me. 


What seems like a myth to me, is "word copy". While I do hear a few of 

the shorter, very commonly used words, as complete words, I can't imagine 
anybody copying more than a very small percentage of the words in the 

English language by the word. By the sylable, maybe, but mine comes by 

the letter. I do "head copy" at 50 WPM plus, very comfortably, by the letter.

Depends... 


If you mean the 1/8" or whatever is used with a lot of 'base coils' with a 
small spring, then I think 60" is about top. The longest that might be 
easily obtainable would probably be either the RS Deluxe CB Mag 

Mount antenna replacement whip or the K40 replacement whip. I'd 

have to check, but I think these are about 54". 


If you mean a 'whip' generically, you can still get 102" whips with a stud 
base for 3/8-24 mounting. And I believe Hustler or maybe someone else 
makes a 3-8-24 'extension' to add about 4 feet onto that. These are 
somewhat larger than 1/4" diameter at the base end. I've seen these 

used to make incredible things, including one that was cut into a J-Pole 
where a bar is 'sweated' over the taper.

Now to do the mods. First mod was to fix the AGC. I used the WIHUE mods and 
the 

AGC went from bad to great! Only one small detail, now I get this tone as 
soon 

as I either go into 'tune' mode from the Tick or tap the paddles (I know the 
schematic shows both going into the Tick so it's the same thing or place.) I 
checked my mods, values, etc. and everything looks good. (I know, famous 
last 

words :). The only thing that makes the tone go away is removing power. Rig 
receives fine, even better with the AGC mod, but now I can't transmit or 
tune up without this tone coming back to me. Anyone see this before? (I know 
the Norcal 20 is ancient history....)

I have found this thread quite interesting. I have had numerous Wire 
Antennas over the past 40 years. A local friend once noted that my back 
yard was a "Spider Web" of Wires. :%¢ I think I had 13 different sets of 
wires up in my oak trees back then. 


At the moment there is only One Loop left up and it is in need of repairs. 


We experienced a bad lightning hit to my neighbors tree last year which 
"Vaporized" some of the "Sky Wires". 


I have used all sorts of wire over the years, but rarely purchased New. 


One of the most durable and lasting was made from #16 Gauge Solid Copper 
Tinned (Buss Type wire) wire Called "Lashing Wire" it was used by the 
Telephone Cable Department and Readily available to Repairman. 


Like any Solid Soft Drawn Copper Wire, care must be taken not to "NICK IT" 


Also it would Strech a bit on low bands. But that was never a real 
problem. I used a tuner with the 80 meter loop anyway. I floated the wire 
in Large Ceramic Insulators (QRO) and made sure that the Feeder was well 
supported by its own daycron rope. 


I am just thinking, I believe that I still have the 20 Meter Dipole that I 
brought with me from the old house over 20 years ago. It is 
still servicable. What more can you ask of FREE Wire? 


My last 80 Meter Loop was a combination of several types of wire. 
Including some old Radio Shack Stranded and some Standard #14 Stranded 
House wiring. (Insulated). The Lightening took care of large portion of 
that one. Still I got several good years out of it. 


The only one which I have noticed a lot of corrosion and busted strands, 
is the "Silky 16" which was the 40 Meter vertical loop. (W1FB Design). 
Still, 5 to 10 years is not bad for the money. 


I might add that I ues 3/16 DAycron Ropes on ALL of my Antennas. They seem 
to hold up well in the UV and WX conditions, plus they have Give/Stretch 
which helps take stress off of the wires as the Trees Move with the Wind. 


I believe that an antenna should last as long as you like it, but none 
will last forever. If a particular one works well for your location, just 
make a new one every two or three years. Don't Worry about Corrosion, etc. 


In fact, It is not a bad Idea to have one or two SPARE Antennas ready to 
Go for an EMERGENCY. 


Make an Extra 80 or 40 meter Dipole, and put it in a Zip lock Bag for that 
Future Emergency. Don't forget two Daycron Ropes and Two Soda Bottles 
(Plastic) filled with Sand/water to put it in the trees. Just toss the 
Bottle up into the branches and connect the coax. 


We had a Toronado hit down the street in Beltsville, Maryland this year. 


Unfortunately, the Emergency Antenna would hve not been much help. The 
Trees are now Gone. (Add 2/3 Black Widow Fishing Poles to the Emergency 
Kit)

1) Is a "PIC" just a brand name for one of many different 
brands/manufacturers of micro controller? I hear the name thrown around a 
lot, is it the "Kleenex" of micro controllers, that is to say, has become a 
generic name? 


Ans: I believe that Microchip brand is the only one that use the word "PIC" 
in their advertising. 


2) Does each different brand or manufacturer use their own programming 
language for their specific device? 


ANS: This is generally true. I have been involved with micro controllers 
from many different manufactures. INTEL, Motorola and lots of Japanese 
parts. They are different. However there are some architectures that have 
been widely copied and/or licensed - one of these is the venerable 8051, 
which you will discover in many formats and variations. 


One way to combat this is to use embedded C programming for development. 
This code can usually be ported to alternate architectures. This decision 
usually requires a processor with more horsepower than the minimum. 


3) When starting out, is there a favorite manufacturer and/or programming 
language for beginners? I've seen that many companies offer their own 
starter kits. 


ANS: Not only is there are wide selection of starter kits there is also a 
great quantity of freeware and demo software tools that are quite useful for 
education or hobby usage. You may find a C-compiler and debugger in demo 
form that is entirely functional but limits program size. 


4) Does the Ham community of micro controller gurus have a favorite 
manufacturer and/or programming language? I would like to learn on the 
family of chips and/or programming language that is most prevalent in the 
Ham community. 


ANS: I think that Microchip (PIC controllers) has done a great job marketing 
to the general public and thereby become accepted by industry also. They 
offer parts through catalog distributors along with inexpensive tools. Five 
years ago I would have suggested that the most popular micro was an Intel 
8051 derivative or perhaps a Motorola 6805 - but I think Microchip has 
really cornered this small controller market.

I put up two dipoles for 160m and a full wave loop for 

80 meters using 18ga "Crown" copper weld steel wire. 

It was inexpensive for the roll when I purchased it years 

ago. I strung the 80 mtr loop at the tops of pine trees using 

ceramic insulators to slide along the wire for the loop. It slid well in 
the 

insulators and they stayed a good distance from any of the limbs 

on the pine trees and did not get caught in the breezes. That way 

it could change positions with the wind blowing and the antenna 

did not have a strain on it. I got the configuration from an old QST 
"Skywire Loop" and used it for years. I even worked WAS 80SSB 

with it.(3 watts) It was up between 80 and 65 feet at four counterpoise 


points. The only problems I had with it were during two hurricanes, as 
the lightweight rope I used (nylon) broke in the 80 to 10@mph winds. 

I just used a fishing rod and put them back up again and kept going. 

One problem with the wire is it's memory to reroll itself; but, once it is 
stretched out and strung it pretty much stays in one long wire. 

The 160m dipole worked very well, and I could pull it very tight because 
of the strength of the wire. And it was hard to nick....... 

Just my food for thought, my $.02 as it is for newer hams and some new 
thoughts to play with.

If you mean the 1/8" or whatever is used with a lot of 'base coils' with a 
small spring, then I think 60" is about top. The longest that might be 
easily obtainable would probably be either the RS Deluxe CB Mag 

Mount antenna replacement whip or the K40 replacement whip. I'd 

have to check, but I think these are about 54". 


If you mean a 'whip' generically, you can still get 102" whips with a stud 
base for 3/8-24 mounting. And I believe Hustler or maybe someone else 
makes a 3-8-24 'extension' to add about 4 feet onto that. These are 
somewhat larger than 1/4" diameter at the base end. I've seen these 

used to make incredible things, including one that was cut into a J-Pole 
where a bar is 'sweated' over the taper.

Sonny, I gave up using a pencil about 30 years ago, just after I passed 
my extra test! It was not a hard habit to break. I only write down 
what is important to me, QTH, RST, NAME, and contest exchange, if I am 
in a contest! 


I have followed all the prescribed methods in learning code. I am no 
stranger to W1AW, it got me my license way back when electrons were 
still made of small rocks! 


Your advice is good. CW depends on practice, continuous practice! 


Ask yourself, how did you first learn to speak? You heard your parents 
speaking, you imitated them. If they spoke with an accent, say a New 
York accent, you also spoke with a New You accent. Conversely, if you 
learned code from someone with a "skewed" fist, you will send CW the 
same way! Unlearning that habit is as hard as putting down the pencil. 
It is for this reason I say if you are listening to nearly PERFECT Cw, 
some head copy is possible, but I still say if you try to write anything 
down, even the simple stuff, two minutes later you will probably have 
forgotten it!

This morning I worked 4K6GF for # 123 with 600 mw!!! 

Each time I work a new one or any milliwatt contact I end up checking the 
meters in disbelief or doubt that the power setting was right. But after 
checking 3 of 4 times and finding all was right I am amazed that so little 
power can get out to all points of the world !!! About 99% of my confirmed 
contacts are on 10 meters.

Gary - Yes it is worth it to put down radials as the sloper is probably 
functioning as a top fed vertical antenna. I would use the rotor wire as the 
galavanized will deteriorate with time. How long may avry with your 
location, but it will eventually corrode away. 


The exact radial configuration is not important. Short of more specific 
details on your configuration the best recommendation is to put out as many 
radials as long as you can make them. More short radials are better than a 
few long radials. I would start putting down radials in the direction the 
wire slopes as the ground in that direction will probably have the most 
current induced in it at this location. If you can't put down radials in all 
directionas that is OK. A lawn edger, which you can rent, is probably the 
easieist way to lay radials. 


Suggested ground configurations for conventional verticals are given in the 
Handbook. You might want to look there for a start. Let us know how it all 
turns out. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

I don't know about your part of the country, but I've found that the 
referenced website has apparently been copied out of the ARRL 
Repeater Directory, which is one of the worst and inaccurate 
references you can find on repeaters. For instance, all 6 repeaters 
listed for one town near me are wrong and have been for years now. 


I've found that the listing at: 

http: //www.artscipub.com/repeaters/ 

is a little more up to date, but still not real good. Just be aware 
than many repeaters listed in various listings will not exist. 


Don't overlook the possibilities of using HF on your trip. It's been 
my experience that you won't find a whole lot of activity on 2-meter 
repeaters in the area you'll be travelling (I used to live in 
Arizona). Even with QRP power and a good HF mobile antenna, you may 
find more satisfaction on 20 or 15 meters.

A significant number of us learned CW when we had to write it down 
correctly, 100% of it, if only for one minute! This is a significantly 
different challenge than the current multiple choice code test. 


In the old days, you had to copy the entire five minutes to be sure you 
got one minute correct. In the current method you can key on cues like 
QTH, RST, and NAME to tell you what you have to write down. In fact I 
helped one friend past the 13 wpm code test by saying listen for the 
word "IS", and write down everything that follows it! He scored 100% 


As far as memory and spelling is concerned, I would concentrate on 
spelling first, memory will come later. Think about it, If you only 
heard someone say "If I had...." and missed the rest, would you know 
what he was talking about? If you heard someone send "con,,," in CW, do 
you know what follows?

This is an interesting and thought provoking subject. 


My comments are based only on my own experience and 
not any writings on the subject. 


Some CW operators (perhaps VERY small percentage of 


all 

CW ops) CAN copy an entire QSO in their head. These 
ops can 

remember information such as the name and QTH of the 
sending 


op, but most must need to write down most other info 
if the listener 
wants to remember it throughout the QSO. 


Some received words are, in effect, heard as a single 
sound because the 

brain does not need to strain to hear all of the 
letters. The brain "connects 

the dots" (and the dashes).Hi! The best examples, 


perhaps, are one's own call 

sign, "name", "QTH" and "and" - especially when sent 
as "es." Also, it's very 

easy to hear entire words that are anticipated, for 
example the recurring format 

words always sent in the W1AW practice sessions. 


I often anticipate (guess) a sender's name. When I 
hear the first "B" 

I often anticipate "ob" (for "Bob") or "ill" (for 
"Bill"). If I guess the 

name correctly, I hear the entire name as one sound. 
If I guess it 

incorrectly, I hear each letter of the name. This 
works for "Fred" 

vs. Frank: and "Tom" vs. "Tim," etc. 


On the other hand, when I'm "lazily" copying entire 
words in my head, I 

CLEARLY hear it when an anticpated word is misspelled 
by the sender. This 

is because the anticipated sound of the entire word is 
not heard as expected. 


All numbers must be heard as individual sounds. There 
is no "connecting the 

dots" when hearing numbers. When taking a morde code 

test, if you miss the 

number, it's GONE, except when the number is part of a 
word or phrase where 

one is able to "fill in" the missed number, such as in 
"GSRV." 


It's much easier to copy in one's head when the cose 
spped is at 

or slightly faster than one "best" copy speed. I 
can't head copy very 

slow CW worth a damn. 5 to 10 WPM is just TOO slow to 
connect 

the dots. Of course, when the code speed is too fast, 
I hear familiar 

words, but "get behind" unfamilar (or unanticipated) 
word. When the 

code spped is too fast, unassociated numbers are 
missed first, such as 

the numbers sent in the W1AW code practice sessions. 


Copying morse code is similar to learing a foreigh 


language. One gets 

better at it by a few "words per minute" without even 
realizing it. Around 

1990, I was in a very small 20 WPM network in 
Tallahassee. One of the ops, 

who apparently had a device that recorded received 
code speeds, told 

me I was sending at 22 WPM. Until that moment I 
didn't know I was 

capable of sending faster than 20 WPM. I was using 
the code speed dial 

of an MFJ unit in conjunction with my Bencher iambic. 
I did not know 

until that moment that I had adjusted my "usual" MFJ 
code sending speed 

dial up to 22 WPM. 


About 5 or 6 years ago ago I was walking the floors at 
the Orlando HamFest 

and I heard a code sending device send "This is 20 
WPM." It sounded so 

darn slow that I went over to the salesman to inquire 
whether that sending 

device was out of adjustment. It was not. 20 WPM 
sounded SO 

DARN slow! Without knowing it, my "head copy" code 
speed has left 20 WPM in the dust because that 20 WPM 
code speed sounded more like 14 WPM. 


When I first became a ham I went from 5 WPM to 20 WPM 
in 5 months because 

I wanted to get a "2 by 1" call sign in the 4th call 
area before they were all issued. 

I made it by 1 month. All "2 by 1" call signs were 
issued in the 4th call area the 

following month. I was issued WX4V and, of course, 
WZ4Z was the last 2 by 1 

call sign issued in the 4th call area. 2 by 1's were 
being issued at the rate of about 

33 per month. The vanity call sign program was not 
then envisioned. 


I don't remember this, but when I was practicing morse 
code to get up to 
20 WPM, my wife tells me than many times I exclaimed 
aloud: "I'm NEVER 
going to get 20 WPM! Well, lo and behold, I made it 

. and in 5 months. 


Although these comments are based only on my personal 
experiences, I expect 

many other hams have had similar experiences vis-a-vis 
almost impreceptable 

improvement in "Head Copy."

Perhaps I do have a "take no prisoners" attitude. I have been licensed 
for 47 years now, and have been copying CW for all of it! I actually 
can do up around 30 wpm, but I don't choose to. I am happiest at about 
18 wom. It is less work and takes less concentration. I don't worry 
that my skills will not be available when I want them either. 


As far as learning, I have most of a Master's degree in Behavioral 
Sciences. Psychology is one of the Behavioral Sciences. Learning 
Psychology is a large part of the field! 


I have thought long and hard about how I learned the code. I have 
thought long and hard about how I learned to speak, both english, and 
foreign languages. I stand by what I have concluded, CW is learned a 
letter at a time. It is transmitted a letter at a time. It always has 
been, and probably always will be. Anybody remember the recent 
discussions of the Koch method? What did it do except to teach you the 
characters? 


We learned to speak by imitation. This is not to say that if you let 
your pet only hear english he would speak it, he doesn't have the voice 
box to accommodate it. But human babies do, they imitate what they 
hear. 


Speaking has nothing ot do with writing, or spelling! People can speak 
without being able to write their names or spell anything! CW cannot be 
copied without first learning to write down the characters, except at 
very slow speeds and over a long time. 


But speech characteristics are learned, again by imitation. If your 
principle teachers spoke with an accent, so will you! CW depends 
heavily on correctly sending the characters, and on the rhythm they are 
sent with. If you hear the word "and" sent correctly, with a 3:1 


weighting, it will sound one way, it you hear it sent with a 2:1 
weighting, it will sound differently. To me this compromised the 
concept of head copying words! Yes they can be recognized with 
sufficient practice, but only short words. 


CW can be copied in your head. But you will still be copying a 
character at a time, except for very short words. And if you have to 
stop and write something down, you will miss much more than the few 
characters sent while your attention is diverted! 


So, maybe I do take a "no prisoners" attitude. I have not yet heard any 
sound scientific proof that head copy is possible! I have only heard 
anecdotal evidence that some people can copy some words occasionally! 
This is why I say it is mostly a myth. Instead of trying to do 
something which seems impossible, you can get the same place if you 
practice and think about what going in when you learn!

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You may and may not see a difference.. your going to trade some power to 
change the antenna pattern. your forty meter dipole fed with 300 ohm line 
( I'd Change to 450 or home-brew some real open wire if the run was more 
than 50 ft or so.) Will exhibit some gain on every frequency above the 
fundamental (in your case 40 M). 


Now here the catch in order to get gain at one angle or direction you must 
steal it from another. So as you go higher in frequency you will see lobes 
of greater gain in some directions (with respect to the wire) But at the 
same time you will loose that effectiveness in another direction. 


What the trap dipole will do for you is even out these lobes and make them 
nearly the same at all the frequencies you desire to work.. (By the way the 
loss in the mismatched line is minimal compared to the lose in coax that is 
miss- matched) In order to get this uniform antenna pattern you must be 
willing to trade off , a little power (lost in traps) and a narrowing of the 
bandwidth) 


Just a suggestion instead of changing to the trap dipole.. leave the one you 
have up (again I would go to other than 300 ohm line if possible) and put up 
a vertical to fill in the radiation pattern on those bands where there may 
be a null in some specific direction.. 


You will get more mileage that way I believe.. Or better yet if you have the 
room put up a 500 Ft. Loop at 30 ft or above fed with open wire line and 
enjoy operating.. I love the 500 ft loop I have.. and with a vertical to 
fill in the nulls on the upper bands it makes a great combo.

As long as you maintain decent balance in your 300 ohm TV twinlead feeder, 
you will not have feedline radiation. That's the whole point of balanced 
feedlines. RF goes in at one end and comes out the other. Any losses along 
the way are due to physical characteristics of the line, not radiation. If 
loss is a concern to you, shift to 450 ohm window line. 


You won't see any improvement by going to a trapped dipole configuration. 
For example, with traps, each band has just a plain dipole to radiate from. 
With the 40m dipole run on higher bands, you actually have a gain antenna. 
On 30m, it's a about 1.4 halfwaves long, and has a small gain. On 20m it's 
two halfwaves in phase, with about 2 dB of gain. On the higher bands, there 
will be more gain, but the pattern will develope lobes pointing in other 
directions than at right angles to the run of the wire. 


I advise you stay with the tuned 40m dipole and enjoy the results.

The other day I decided to try building a Class E, MOSFET amplifier, like 
Paul Harden was discribing recently. 


First, I tried using a 300 MHz CMOS op amp as the comparator, to square up 

the input signal and adjust the duty cycle. However, the op amp turned out 

not to be nearly fast enough to give a sufficently fast rise and fall times 
on the output, especially at low duty clycles, when the input wasn't being 

well over driven. (this was at 14 MHz) A complementy current booster, using 
a 2N3094 and 2N3906 on the op amp output helped, but not enough. 


So, I decided to try a digital approch. I built a pulse generator from a 
74HCT74 D flip-flop. The input signal is amplified to clock the F-F. The D 
input is tied high. The Qnot is feed back to the Q reset pin through a 
resistor. (active low reset) The stray capacitance of the reset input pin 
in combination with the resistor forms an R/C time constant, so a pulse 
appears on the Q output. A 1K resistor produced about a 33% duty cylce at 
14 MHz. By adding small capacitors from the reset pin to ground, or 
changing the value of the resistor, one can change the duty cycle. 


Driving an IRF510 directly from the 74HCT74 Q output loaded down the output 
and still wasn't getting a very good rise and fall time. So, I added a 
74ACTOO to buffer the F-F output. We need a double inversion, so one 
section of the 'ACTOO inverts the Q output, and the other three sections 
are pararelled together to drive the '510. This finally produced a good 
steep pulse to drive the gate. 


Running the logic a 5 volts wasn't enough to turn on the mosfet really hard 
though. Going to 6 volts helped, which is the most these parts will take. 
Even after all that, the best I could do for efficentcy is about 60%. 


Paul, if your reading this, what are you using for a comparator and what 
kind of efficentcy are you getting?
